THE PARADE. 

Grand Marshal Jackson, who 
rode Bert Pound's very handsome 
black horse, led the procession, 
with A. R. Price and Frank Hol- 
comb, two of his aids, on the left 
and right respectively.

He dwelt but light- 
ly on the War of Is12, but devot- 
ed considerable time to the his- 
tory of the Civil War, Here Mr, 
Frost depicted, in terms of no 
moun eloquence, the mighty 
struggle which ended with the 
surrender of Lee’s army. 

Brief reference was made to 


the Spunish-American War, its 


causes and what it accomplished, 
but the speaker did not forget a 
few words of praise for the boys 
who were so prompt to respond 
to their country's call followiug 
the destruction of the Maine. 

Touching upon the present ti- 

tanic struggle in Europe, Mr. 
Frost commended the policy of 
this country in keeping out of it. 
“But if circumstances should 
force us into that swuggle,” said 
he, ‘we shall go in to win, for 
win we must.”
